Blate Council of Defense that unau­ 
thorized collections for war aid and 
relief are being made in various 
places. 
Attention is again called to 
th#* fact that 
all such collections, 
mad#1 generally, are under the con­ 
trol of the Council, and that 
all 
arsons who solicit such funds must 
first be licensed by the 'Council, or 
be liable to fines of not to exceed 
$1,000 each. 
The Council is in charge of war 
relief and charity collections by vir­ 
tue of a state law*, which became 
effective on July 1st, 
The law re­ 
quires that all persons malting war 
relief or war charity 
collections 
hall first get licenses, except in be­ 
isa lf of organizations authorized by 
the United States to make collec- 
ions, such as the Red Cross and the 
Navy eLague. 
Applications for li- 
enses should be made to the State 
Council of Defense, 120 \V. Adams 
street, Chicago. 
There is no charge for granting 
a license. 
Responsible persons and 
bona fide organizations will find ii 
easy to profuse them. 
But in order 
to weed out frauds and professional 
money raisers, whose 
commissions 
take up most of the receipts of the 
enterprises, the State Council 
has 
prepared a questionaire which must 
bo filled out and approved before a 
license is granted.

and addresses of the officers and a 
complete statement of what

amount sought to be raised, and the 
general plan for raising it.

NEW EXEMPTION 
RULINGS MAY COME 


BRINGS TROUBLE 


President Said to Have Indicated Re­ 
lea se of Married Men is D esirable 
for Present. 


Exem ption boards have varied in 
their rulings with reference to d e ­ 
pendents. 
The greater n um ber, how ­ 
ever, have followed the d ep a r tm e n t 
rulings as they understood th e m and 
have not 
exempted 
men 
on this 
g ro u n d when it was found t h a t their 
wives or children would be cared 
for in som e other way if the fath ers 
were sent into the arm y service. This 
in te rp retatio n of the law and rulings 
was brought to the attention of P res­ 
ident Wilson and according to an 
editorial s ta te m en t in the St. Louis 
Globe-Dem ocrat the 
presid ent will 
soon direct the war departm ent, and 
t h u s exemption 
boards, 
to am end 
their findin gs in this regard an d to 
exem pt m en who have wives or chil­ 
dren dep e n d en t upon them, even if 
these d ep en d en ts can be cared for by 
relatives. 
T h e Globe’s discussion of 
the q u e stion is as follows: 
“ R e p o rts from 
Washington indi­ 
cate t h a t President Wilson is about 
to put into effect the principles of 
exem ption in relation to men with 
d ep e n d e n t s that we had advocated. 
The confusion of rulings and the con­ 
seq u en t lack of uniformity am ong the 
n u m e ro u s district and local boards in 
regard to th e exemption of men with 
d ependents, and of married men in 
pa rtic u la r, ought 
not 
to continue, 
for o u t of these differences m ust in­ 
evitably grow discontent and resent­ 
ment a t th e unfairness which ' a r e 
th eir 
consequence. 
The 
president 
is r e p o rted to be of the opinion that 
fath ers with dependent children, u n ­ 
less they are men of means, should 
be exempted. 
He would not con­ 
dem n childless wives to work for 
their own support, nor would he, we 
believe, require them to depend upon 
the c h a r ity of relatives. 
" T h e regulations issued by th e war I 
d e p a r t m e n t provide for the discharge I 
or exem ption of ‘any m arried man 
w hose wife or child is dependent u p -' 
on his labor for support,’ and the J 
word ‘l a b o r ’ Is therein defined as 
‘bodily or mental exertion.’

wife’s ability to support herself nor j 
as to th e ability of relatives to come 
to

assistance.

Mrs. Hess, t h e victim of the m u r ­ 
der, was th e wife of a locomotive en ­ 
gineer an d resided at Fulton, Ala. 
The day p rev io u s to her death she 
started a w a y from her home to visit 
her m o th e r at Jacksonville, Fla.

T h e action of G erm any in precipi­ 
ta tin g 
this 
war greatly surprised 
an d startled mankind. 
As th e Teu­ 
ton assailed Belgium and F ra n c e our 
w o n d er gave way to a m a z e m e n t and 
asto nishm ent, succeeded by 
horror 
anti execration, anti 
the se feelings 
contin ually intensified 
h a v e increas­ 
ed as the Germans h a v e developed 
an d fought to execute, th r o u g h in­ 
h u m a n savagery, their long-prepared 
sch em e of world dom in atio n . 
Such 
barbaric expression of t h e life and 
chara cter of the G erm an n ation was 
totally unexpected by m o st of us. 
T h a t a people whom 
we 
regarded 
with entire good will a n d credited 
with m any kindly v irtu e s should tie- \ 
litera te ly m ake such a w ar, should 
be so im m oral and so u nfeeling, so 
trea ch ero u s and cruel, so egotistical 
an d rapacious, se religious an d so 
pagan, we could b arely cre dit anti j 
can n o t yet u n d e rsta n d 
O u r good 
will for them has not been w h olly' 
destroyed. 
We have c o n d e m n e d hut | 
do not hate them as we try to u n d e r­ 
sta n d their c o ntra dictions anti mis­ 
deeds. 
In seeking to ac c o u n t for their , 
conduct anti to justify a g a i n s t them ! 
the almost universal a n t a g o n is m of 
m an k in d , we feel th a t we accomplish 
little by merely giving a w a y to vio- !

t h e ir plans and deeds. 
T hen we assumed t h a t th e rulers 
are responsible and t h a t they de­ 
se rve all the co n d e m n a tio n , suppos­ 
ing that the people h a d n o t fo rm u ­ 
lated or agreed to th e ir policy; es­ 
pecially has the K ais er been held re­ 
sponsible, as the in c a r n a ti o n of evil, 
the inspirer of war. 
B u t th e nation 
at the beginning a n d e v e r since, and 
now, has unitedly s u p p o r te d its ru l­ 
ers, and th is support h a s been given 
by Germans of all classes. 
The po­ 
litical philosophers 
h a v e

leaders have issued m an ifesto e s to

Spiritual le ad ers like Eucken, 
intellectuals, a n u m b e rl e s s host, th e 
Socialists, who previously denounced 
war, have given ste a d y a n d u n c o m - 1 
promising support to 
th e i r 
rulers 1 
w ith o u t excuse or apologizing for j 
th e m in any particu la r. 
W e have assumed th a t th e people 
were blindly and ig n o r a n t ly follow­ 
ing these leaders a n d t h a t when once 
th e ir eyes should 
bt* opened they 
would revolt and w ith d ra w . 
But we 
we m ust rem em ber t h a t th e Grimm 
people are th e 
m ost 
ed u cated in 
books and by schools of any nation 
Of the world. 
T hey h av e given to 
m any lands system s 
of 
learning, 
from kindergarten to post-graduate I 
universities; they a r e not ignorant 
an d blind for lack of schooling. They j 
a r e a learned, not a n ignorant pee- 1 
pie. 
We have as su m e d t h a t when the 
Germ an people had received know­ 
ledge of American airns, of the mo-1 
fives of the Allies, of w h a t free g o v - J 
em in en t really m e a n s, they would j 
full away from t h e i r governing bod- I 
lea. 
The P resid en t of th e United ; 
States in a long a n d able m e s s a g e 1 
fully assumed th is; so that multi- j 
tudeo of men d e cla re d ; “ lf only this 
Presidential m e ssage can be placed * 
before the G erm an people they will 
he severed from au to crac y , will re- I 
volt aud establish free governm ent! 
aud so end the w a r . ” 
But now, af­ 
te r th ree years of w ar, 
there

scarcely a trace of such revolution, I 
nor is there any reliab le information I 
however much we m ay 
desire

showing signs of f e r m e n t or revolu­ 
tion iu

G erm any.

dream of ours is a 
vain 
dream. 
Germany is not on th e verge of up­ 
rising or revolution any more th an I 
Britain and F ra n c e have been

their cabinet changes. 
We have as s u m e d , and sometimes I 
declared, that t h e G e r m a n s urn in- i 
sane; that they a r e obsessed by bal-1 
lucinations which sunlty would re- I 
pudiate; 
that

world. 
But we kn o w that despite 1 
I their atrocious wickedness, tills is!

It has been suggestively I 
| said, and with nome tr u t h , that the 
1 German scholarly mind “ begins by * 
j assuming a largt* p rem ise which lias I 
no foundation and th en reasons with j 
irresistible logic to a prepasterous 
conclusion.” 
This may describe a 
mental habit, hut it does 
not 
de j 
scribe the insanity recognized by ex- * 


perts as m e n t a l irresponsibility. We 
do not believe t h e G erm an nation to 
be intelle ctually insane. 
W e h a v e a s s u m e d that autocracy 
as a sc h e m e of g o v ern m e n t is now 
m a k in g Its last s ta n d against th e 
world flood of risin g democracy, and 
th a t this w a r is to bring the end to 
kings, a t least of autocratic kings. 
But we, not t h e Germans, have as­ 
sum ed this. 
T h e y revere their a u t o ­ 
cracy. 
T h ey h av e had great m a ­ 
terial p ro s p e rity u n d e r it, as we have 
had u n d e r dem ocracy. 
Their history 
is a record of a r e m a rk a b le advance 
u n d er th e g o v e r n m e n t which we con­ 
demn. Since F re d e r ic k William, r u l ­ 
ing from 1713 to 1740, and F re d e r ­ 
ick the G reat, fro m 1740 to 1786, 
they h a v e m a d e th e i r gains and a l­ 
most u n p r e c e d e n t e d gains they are, 
u n d er th e v ery fo rm of government 
which now co n tro ls them and for 
which th ey n ow unitedly stand and 
heroically die. T h a t government has 
held to t h e th e o r y of the state as 
the a rm y , t h e a r m y as the state, and 
the reig n in g h o u s e claiming divine 
right to rule, is honored and revered 
if not loved, w ith all sincerity today. 
Besides in o u r assertion that dem ­ 
ocracy is th© only form of govern­ 
m ent suited to popular advantage, 
we really h a v e not chosen a popular 
w atc hw ord. 
F i r s t of all, most of 
the people of A m erica 
when 
they 
thin k of d e m o c r a c y mean not th e 
general definition but think of th e 
American D em o c ratic party. They do 
not objective t h e idea of the rule of 
th e people. 
Besides, we do not de­ 
fine d em o crac y clearly. 
We declare 
as if it w ere final, th a t “all govern­ 
ments derive t h e i r just powers from 
the c o n s e n t of t h e governed.” 
By 
this we ju stify pop u lar government. 
Do we m e a n t h e consent of all those 
u n d e r its s w ay ? 
There is no gov­ 
e rn m e n t, no republic where all the 
people in it co n s en t to its way. 
Do 
we m e a n th e n th a t in a democracy, 
g o v e rn m e n t d erives its just powers 
from th e c o n s en t of a majority? But 
a m a jo rity is only part of those gov­ 
erned. 
It m a y be but slightly over 
one-half; if m a y even be a minority 
th a t a d m i n i s t e r s th e affairs of the re ­ 
public.

cracy is n o t an intelligent convic­

tle ag a in s t 
overthrow. 
And, 
re­ 
mote fro m dem ocracy, the autocracy 
of G e r m a n y has always been a n d 
now is a pow erfu l form of govern­ 
ment. 
We have broadly 
assumed

now th e end of kingly rule is n ea r 
at hand. 
B u t Great Britain, Bel­ 
gium an d Italy a r e not contemplat­ 
ing this us a result of the war. 
They 
have kings now an d expect to have 
them h ere a fte r. 
W e have m a d e much of the a s ­ 
sum p tio n t h a t military preparedness 
was the ca use of th e war. 
We must, 
however, la ce th e fact that nations 
wholly u n p r e p a r e d are in the war, 
battling for life and liberty, conspic­ 
uously ourselves.
